Thp 27/A Junt 1879.-^It ia hereby notified for general infonnition that from and after 
the Isc October 1879 no ehroff-marked, notched, or otherwise defaced silYcr coin shall be 
l eecived in any public treasury in Bengal in payment of Government demands. 

The following rules for checking the practice of defacing the coinage of British India 
have boeu approved by the Lieutenant-Governor, and are hereby published for general informa¬ 
tion and for the guidance of district officers in the Lower Provinces of Bengal 

A. -—All public treasurieff in the mofussil shall, with convenient despatch, remit all 

* shroff marked, notched,.or otherwise defaced silver coin in their custody, 

which has not lost more than two per cent, in weight, to the Presidency Bank, 
which will credit the mofussil treasury with the amount as a remittance. 
The Presidency Bank will cause all coin thus remitted, and also all similar 
coin in its custody, to be exchanged at the Currency Office for notes or legal 
coin. The Currency Offices will transmit the defaced coin thus received, with 
any similarly defaced coin in the currency reserve, to the Calcutta Mint, to 
be exchanged for legal coin. No shroff-marked, notched, or otherwise defaced 
silver coin shall henceforth be issued from any public treasury. 

B.—The Mint will rec ive at their nominal value all such coins, and will bear the 
expense of their re-coinage. But soldered coins, if found in remittances, 
will as heretofore be cut and returned to the poddar or remitted for delivery 
to the Mint, where they will be valued as usual. Coins of which more than 
two percent, in weight has been reduced otherwise than by reasonable 
wearing will be received in the Mint only as bullion. 

0.—After 1st October 1879 no such defaced coin shall be received in payment of 
Government demands. 

I),—The officers authorized so to do under the Indian Coinage Act shall cut or break 
in pieces any such defaced coin tendered to them, the weight of which shall 
have been reduced otherwise than by reasonable wear j the broken pieces 
being returned to tlic persoa»w^ho tendered the coin. 

B. —If such defaced coin is not so reduced in weight as to justify its destruction, the 

officer to whom it is tendered should offer to accept it at the rate of one 
rupee ])or tolah of its actual weight; and coin so accepted should be remitted 
to the Presidency Bank, and thence to the Currency Office at Calcutta, as 
before directed, with a view to its being exchanged and re-coined.

No person shall be liable to taxation under the License 
Act by reason of his applying to agricultural produce raised by 
him or received by lum as rent, the processes ordinarily necessary 
for making such produce marketable, but any person who applies 
the said processes to any other agrioultural produce and prepares 
tire same for the market, shall be deemed to be a trader in respect 
of such produce. 

8. —^Any agriculturist who (besides cultivating land) carries 

on any trade, dealing, or industry, wliioh 
to ciaKHea liabiu uuduT tUo would, if it formed his solo occupatiou, 
subject him to tax, must take out a license 
with reference to the amount of hi^i earnings from such separate 
trade, dealing, or industry. Car<3 must bo taken in assessing such 
a person to discriminate between his earnings from his trade or 
industry and his earnings from his agriculture. Agrioultural 
profits must not on any account be taxed. So, again, no zemindar 
or rent receiver is liable to tax in respect of his rents. But if he 
carry on the business of a mahajuu or money-lender, he should 
be required to take out a license in respect of his business profits. 

There will ordinarily bo little difficulty in distinguishing between 
the case of a zemindar, who occasionally makes advances to his 
tenants with the object of assisting them, and the case of a 
zemindar who regularly carries on ‘ mahajuni' for his own profit 
The former should on no account be taxed under this Act. The 
latter must take a license.

6. Not more than 800 acres will ordinarily bS granted to any one applicant, company, 
or association ; and when more than 800 acres are applied for, the applicant must sSt forth 
specially the grounds for such application, and give primd facie guarantees that he possesses 
the requisite capital for working such larger area. All applications for more than 800 acres 
will be forwarded by the Deputy Commissioner to the Commissioner, who, if he desires to 
recommend compliance therewith, will forward them to the Board of Bevenue who will take 
the orders of Government upon each case. 

7. On receipt of an application for any area not exceeding 800 acres, the Deputy 
Commissioner must satisfy himself, as far as lies in his power, that the requirements of the 
rules have been complied with. If he considers that the application should be rejected, he 
will record an order to that effect, giving his reasons for such rejection. An appeal will lie 
from such order of rejection to the Commissioner of the division, if preferred within thirty 
days from the date of the order. If the Deputy Commissioner considers that an application 
for such area as it is within his power to grant should be entertained, or in the case of 
application for areas over 800 acres, when the orders of Government accepting the application 
have been received, the applicant or bis agent wiO ba required to deposit the cost of survey 
and demarcation to be made as l^ereinafter provided. The amount to bp so deposited must 
be calculated at one rupee per acre of |be total area applied for; if the area is found to be 
greater, the sum of one rupee per acre must be paid on account of such excess area before a 
preliminary lease is granted. Payments under this rule do not cover the cost of erecting 
permanent boundary marks under Rule 20. 

8. On receipt of the sum payable under the preceding rule, and of an agreement signed 
by the applicant, or by his authorized agent, to pay such further sum as may be required 
for the purposes abovementioned, the Deputy Commissioner will record an order appointing 
a proper officer for the purpose of making full and detailed enquiries intb its condition and 
circumstances.

14. The officer who made the enquiry provided for by Eules 8 to 10 will, on receipt of 
an order to that effect from the Deputy Corhiuissioner, proceed to point out to the Surveyor 
the boundaries of the land applied for, and such prominent features in it as may bC useful 
for the purposes of the survey, and which should, in his Opinion, be entered in the 
preliminary lease as hereinafter provided. The boundaries and other features abovemen- 
tioned should be clearly marked and defined by the officer in presence o^ the Surveyor, and 
the latter should be furnished with a list of tiiem signed by the said officer, 

15. The Surveyor will then proceed to make the survey and put up such temporary 
boundary marks as are necessary for that purpose. He must prepare a map showing— 

All natural features of the country lying witRin the boundaries as fixed by 
the officer who made the enquiry under the llules 8 to iO,'^e.y., bheels 
streams, forest clumps, &c. 

(A*—Such features Of the country lying outside the boundary of the land to be 
surveyed as may serve lo identify the latter and connect it with the 
revenue survty or other existing map. 

The Surveyor is bound to bring to the notice of the Deputy Commissioner any fact 
which may come to his knowledge in the course of the survey, rendering it advisable that 
the land he is surveying should not be granted under these rules. 

16. The map should ordinarily be on a scale of 16 inches to the mile. If possible the 
Surveyor’s field-book should be copied at the back of it; if not, a copy of the field-book 
should be attached to, or accompany, the map. If the map be made originally in the 
vernacular, the Deputy Commissioner will cause it to be translated into English. 

17. On the map being completed, it must be checked by an officer - appointed by the 
Deputy Commissioner. If found to be incorrect, it will be amended by the Surveyor in con¬ 
junction with the officer abovemeutioned ; if found to be correct, it will be laid before, the 
Deputy fCommissioner with the report of the officer who made the preliminary enquiry under 
KulCs^ 8 to 10, and wdth all other papers connected with the case. 

18. The Deputy Commissioner will then proceed to consider the application. A date 
for the purpose must be previously fixed by him and due notice of it given to the applicant, 
or to his authorized agent. 

19. The Deputy Commissioner shall have power to reject an application at any stage 
of the proceedings under the rules if he sees reason to do so, refunding in such case to the 
applicant the deposit made by him on account of survey, or the balance thereof in the case of 
any portion of it having been expended in survey. He is attthorizod to n^ect an application 
when he does not consider that there is a Aond fidt intention on the part of the applicant to 
cultivate in tea the land applied for, or when it appears desirable to reserve the laud for 
cultivation other than tea, or to preserve any forest standing on it. An appeal against 
every such order of rejection shall lie to the Commissioner of the division if preferred 
within thirty days of the date qf the order. 

20. If the Deputy CowiiEpisuiioner grants the applicarion, without delay gran 

the applicant a lease in Feriii A qf the appendix, and call upon him to execute a counterpast 
thereof. He will also dii'ect hinv m the land lew^d by a coidimipus trenchi or in 

such other manner as the Deputy Commissioner may direct. Within three pionths ot the

Dated the 30^4 July 1879. 

No, 175.— Notification ,—following rules having reference to the undermentioned 
navigable channels, viz :— 

(1) The river Bhagiruthee throughout its whole course from the Ganges to Nuddea 

or to its junction with the Hooghly* 

(2) The river HoOghly—from Nuddea to its junction with the river Matabhanga. 

(3) The river Jclinghee—from the Ganges to Nuddea. 

(4) The river B hoy rub—from the Ganges to the JeUngbee. 

(5) The river Matabhanga—f|pm the Ganges to its junction with the Hooghly. 

(6) Such portions of the river Ganges as may be within five miles of the entrance 

for the time being of the Bhagiruthee, the Bhoyrub, the Jelinghee, and the 
Matabhanga rivers respectively— 

have been passed this day by the Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal under the provisions 
of sections XI and XII of the Canals Act, 1864" (No. V, B.L.C.), and will have effect 
from and after the 1st September 1879. 

1. Except as may be herein provided, every vessel, before leaving any toll station, shall 
pay tolls in accordance ivith Schedule A appended to these rules. 

2. The tonnage of every laden vessel excepting steamers and flats shall, for the purpose 
of the "Canals Act, 1864," and of these rules, be determined by the following measure- 
meu^:— 

(a) The product of half the length of the vessel from stem to stern, measured along 
the waterline, multiplied by the interior greatest breadth of the vessel, 
multiplied by the depths from the water line to the bottom of the vessel, 
is to be taken as the number of maunds upon which toll shall be levied. 

(A) The nmasurernent of the length is fto be made in feet, rejecting inches; and the 
measurement of the breadth and depth in feet and quarters of a foot, reject¬ 
ing portions of less than a quarter of a foot. 

(c) In calculating the amount of’ toll to be levied, any fraction of 100 maunds 
less than 25 maunds is to be omitted; exceeding 25 and not exceeding 
50 maunds is to be charged as 25 maunds only; exceeding 60 maunds 
and not exceeding 75 maunds is to be charged as 50 maunds only; and 
ejifeeeding 75 maunds, as 75 maunds only. Above 1,000 maunds, no fraction 
of 100 maunds are to be charged. 

3. The tonnage of every empty vessel excepting steamers and flats shall, for the 
purpose of the " Canals Act of 1864 and of these niles, be determined, and tolls shall be 
levied thereon, under the same rules and by the same system of measurement as above laid 
down for laden vessels, with the following exception, viz.— 

The measurement of the depth of an empty vessel sliall be made from the gunwale to 
the bottom of the vessel, instead of being taken from the water line, as in the 
case of a laden vessel, 

4. The measurement of steamers and flats shall l>e taken to be as ascertained by the 
Master Attendant's Department at Galcutta for the payment Ky suoh vessels of the port

As some divemtj of praotioe is fouud to exist in the preparation and submission by 
Collectors and Sub divisional Officers of diaries of their cold-weather tours, the following 
rules are prescribed by the Board. Tiicy should be inserted as paragraphs 8 to 16, section 
II, ohupter IX of Board’s rules (new edition), the present paragraph 8 being numbered 17 

8. Collectors are required to submit at the close of each tour, or loss frequently, as 
may he prescribed by the Commissioner, diaries of thoir tours daring the cold weather. 
These should be written by the Collectors themselves on half mai^in and submitted in 
original. The Commissioner will make his notes on the margin and return the diary 
to the Collector. 

9. It is not intended that these diaries should be so elaborate as to impose on the 

Collector any serious labour in addition to his ordinary duties. Tiie object is to give the 
Commissioner information of a general nature as to the condition of those parts of his 
jurisdiction which he is unable to visit Should the Collector happen to accom¬ 

pany the Commissioner on any tour, no diary will be required. 

10. The diary should contain remarks on suoli of the following points as may call 
for notice: date; name of place visited; general condition of the country; state of crops ; 
j'ublio feeling and health; any interesting facts elicited in conversajjion with natives of 
iuflueuoe and position or with other ola.sse.s; i-elations between landlords and tenants; 
^^tate of roads, wards’ and Government estates; ]>rogro8s of local works ; any tiling remarkable 
in connection with movements of people, or traffic in food staples, and the like; rise or decoy 
of local industrifs, &o. 

11. On inspecting institutions which keep visitors’ or inspection books, the Collector 
will of course record his remarks therein, but may insert in hU diary a few notes as to the 
;:eneral condition of the institution whenever necessary. In the case of institutions which 
do not keep visitors’ books, fuller report should be given. 

12. Any abuses or irregularities dosorving of special reporb* need not be reported in 
full in the diary, but a brief reuwirk may be uuide to the effect tliat a report is under 
preparation. 

13. Sub-divisienal Officers wiH in like manner submit diaries to the Colleotcnr; who 
will return them after perusal with liis notes, unless he considers it iieoess^y to submit them 
for the information of the (onnnissioner. These diaries should euter somewhat more into 
detail than thrs ) submitted by .tlie Gollootors, and should contain, in addition to the 
points noted in paragraph 10, refereuoes to minor local institutiona, such os cattlerpounds, 
lerries, vilh^go roads, and tlie like. 

14. The diaries of each coldsweather tour should be kept in a separate file to enable 
the Collector to compare the circumStaiices of past years with those of the present. 

15. Commissioners and district officers are competent to prescribe the insertion in 
the diaries of notes on any points of special, local, or temporary interest. 

16. The diaries now prescribed are quite independent of the skeleton diaries to* accom¬ 
pany travelling allowance bills referred to in the Accountant General’s circular No. 472, 
of April 8th 1879.

Bye-laws ftated «^ foot of this .Noti^catiou, yfei^ made by tbs Commissioners of the 
Motiharea^^MaamipajiUy at S; meeting conii«ned. expresajiy for, the purpose, and of whieh duo 
notice had been given, and in exercise of tbe powers conferred by Section 815 of the aame. 
Act, thp Lieuteiiant-Qoverpor is pleased to sanction the penalties which hare been declared 
by the Commissioners for the brea^ of the said Byerlaws. 

For repuiatinff the collection 6^ tarns. 

1- Every officer authorized to grant receipts shall be provided with a certiAeate of his 
authority to collect, and every such certiAoate bhall bear the seal of the municipality and 
the signature of the Chairruaw or Vice-Chairman. Every collecting officer at the time of 
demanding payment shall be bound to show this certihcate if rei^uired. 

2. Fay ment of purchase money for property sold and delivery of such property shall 
be made immediately after the sale, and if the purchaser fail to pay the full amount of his 
bid> it shall be ilawl'ul for the distraining officer at his discretion to sell the property again 
on the same or any other day, and the former purchaser shall in such case be responsible to 
the Commissioners for any loss, and such loss shall be recoverable as a debt due to them.

Hkgolations for Phrvbnting Collisions at Sea referred to in th« foregoing 

Okdekb. 

Preliminary. 

Article 1. In the following rules every steam-ship which is under sail and not under 
■team is to be considered a sailing ship; and every steam-ship which is under steam, whether 
under sail or not, is to be considered a ship under steam.. 

Rulejt concerning Lights, 

Article 2. The lights mentioned in the fbllowing Articles, numbered 8, 4, 6, 6, 7, 8 
9, 10, and 11, and no others, shall be carried in all weathers, from sunset to sunrise. 

Article 3. A sea-going steam-ship, when under way, shall carry-^ 

(ft) On or in front of the foremast at a’height above the hull of not less than 20 feet, 
and if the breadth of the ship exceeds 20 feet then at a height above the huji 
of not less than such breadth, a bright white light so constructed as to show an 
uniform and unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 20 points of the 
eompass; so fixed as to throw the light 10 pomts pn each side of ship^ viz.^ 
from T^ht ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on either side; and of such * 
character as to be visible on a dark nighti with % dear a^O^^re, at a 
distance of at least five miles. 

(6) On the starboard side, a green light, so constructed as to show an nniform; and 
unbroken light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the eompsas; s^ 
filed as to throw the light from right ah^ to 2 points abaft 
OiwsWi, Deosn^sr 1880 .] 
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tie starboard aide) and of sucb a character as to be visible on a dark 
with a clear atmosphere, at a distance of at least two miles, 

(c) On the port side, a red light, so constructed as to show an uniform and unbroken 

light over an arc of the horizon of 10 points of the compass; ho fixed as to 
throw the light from right ahead to 2 points abaft the beam on the port side; 
and of such a character as to he visible on a dark night, with a clear atmos¬ 
phere, at a distance of at least two miles 

(d) The said green and red side Jiglits shall he fitted with inboard screens projecting 

at least 4;hree feet.forward from the light, so as to prevent these lights from 
being seen across the bow. 

Article 4. A steam-ship, when towing another shif), shall, in addition to her side 
lights, carry two bright white lights in a vertical line one over the other, not less than three 
feet apart, so as to distinguish her from other steam-ships. Each of tiicsc lights shall be of 
the same construction and character, and shall be carried in the same position as the white 
light which other steam-ships are required to carry. 

Article 5. A ship, whether a steam-ship or a sailing ship, when eiriployed either in 
laying or in picking up a telegrapli calile, or which from any accident is not under command, 
shall at night carry, in the same position as the white lighr. wliich steam-ships arc required 
to carry, and, if a slcam-ship, iu place ot that light three red lights in globular lanterns, 
each not less than 10 inches in diameter, iu a vertical line one over the other, not less than 
three feet apart: and shall by day carry in a vertical line one over the other, not Jess than 
three feet apart, in front of but not lower than her foremast head, three black balls or shapes, 
each two feet in diameter. 

These shapes and lights are Lo be taken by approaching ships as signals that the ship 
using them is not under command, and cannot therefore get out of the way. 

The above ships, when not making any way through the water, shall not carry the side 
lights, but when making way shall carry them. 

Article G. A sailing ship under way, or being towed, shall carry the same lights as 
arc provided by Article fi for a steam-ship under way, with the exception of the white light, 
which she shall never carry. 

Article 7. AVhenever, as in the case of small vessels during bad weather, the green 
and red side lights cannot be fixed, these lights shall be kept on deck, on their respective 
sides of the vessel, ready for use ; and shall, on the approach of or to other vessels, be exhibited 
on their respective sides in sufficient time to prevent collision, in such manner as to make 
them most visible, and so that the green light shall not he seen on the port side nor the red 
light on the starboard side. 

To make the use of these portable lights more certain and easy, the lanterns containing, 
them shall each be painted outside with the colour of the light they respectively contain, 
and shall be provided with proper screens. 

Aeticlk 8. A ship, whether a steam-ship or a sailing ship, when at anclior, shall carry, 
where it can best be seen, but at a height not exceeding 20 feet above the hull, a white 
light, in a globular lantern of ijot less than 8 inches iu diameter, and so constructed as to 
show a clear uniform and unbroken light visible all round the horizon, at a distance of at 
least one mile. 

Articlk 9. A pilot vessel, wlien engaged on her station on pilotage duty, shall not 
tarry the lights required for other vessels, but shall carry a white light at the masthead 
visible all round the horizon, and shall also exhibit a flare-up light or flare-up lights at 
short intervals, which shall never exceed fifteen minutes, 

A pilot vessel, when not engaged on her station on pilotage^luty, shall carry lights 
similar to those of otl cr ships. 

Article 10. (a) Open fiahing boaUf and other open boats, when under way, shall not be 

(^bilged to carry the ikle Ugkts reguired for other vessels ; but every such boat shall in lieu 
fhfireof have ready at hand a lantern with, a green glass on the one side and a red glass on the 
other sida ; and on the approach of or to other vessels, suck lantern shall he exhibiled in suffi- 
eieni time to prevent collision, so that the green light shall not be seen on the port side^ nor the 
red light on the starboard side.

(d) A trawler at work shall carry on one of her masts two lights in a rerncal line one 

over the other, not less than three feet apart, the upper light red, and the lower 
green, and shall also either carry the side Ughts required for other vessels, or, 
if the side lights cannot be carried, have ready at hand the coloured lights as 
provided in Article 7, or a lantern with a red and a green glass as described in 
paragraph {a) of this Article, 

(u) Fishinfj vessels, and open boats, shall not be prevented from using a flare-up in 
addition, if they desire to do so. 

(/) The lights mentioned in this Article are substituted for those mentioned in the 

13^/4, and i4ith Articles of the Convention between France and England scheduled 
to the British Sea Fisheries Act, 1868. 

{g) All lights required by this Article, except side lights, shall be in globular lanterns 
so constructed as to show ail round the horizon, 

Aeticle 10, This Article docs not apply to fishing boatsj open boats^ or trawlers 
belonging to the aeveral countries mentioned' ip the foregoing Order, viz,, Khelat, Muscat, 
Zanzibar, Travancore, Kut^h and Kattyawar. 

Aeticls 11. A ship which is being overtaken by another shall show from her stern 
to such last-mentioned ship a white light or a fi$re-np lig(ht. 

Sound Signals for Fog, 

Articlb 12. A steam-ship shall be provided with a steam whistle or other efficient 
steam soundsignal, so placed that the sound may not he intercepted by any obstructions, 
and with an edicicut fog horn to be sounded by a bellows or other mechanical means, 

and also with an eiiicient boil- A sailing ship shall be provided with a similar fog horn 

and bell. 

In fog, mist, or falling snow, whether by day or night, the signals described in this 
Article shall be used as follows j that is to say— 

(fl) A steam-ship under way shall make with her steam whistle, or other steam 
sound signal, at intervals of not more than two minutes, a prolonged blast.

Abticle 13. Every ship, whether a sailing ship or steam-ship, shall in a fog, mist, or 
fallings now, go at a moderate speed, 

» Steering and Sailing Buies, 

Article 14, When two sailing ships are approaching one another, so as to involve 
risk of collision, one of them shall keep out of the way of the other, follows, via. 

(а) A ship which is running free shall keep out of the way of a ship which is close- 

hauled. 

(б) A ship which is close-hauled on the port tack shall keep out of the way of a ship 

which is close-hauled on the starboard tack, 

(r) When both are running free with the wind on different sides, the ship which has 
the wind on the port side shall keep out of the way of the other, 

{d) When both ai'e running free with the wind on the same side, the ahip which iu 
to windward shiftl keep out of the way of the ship which is to leeward. 

(e) A ship which has the wind aft shall keep out of the way of the pthey ship, 
Akiiclb 15. If two ships under steam are meeting end on, ox nearly mid on, so as to 

involve risk of collision, each shall alter her course to starboard, so that.each mpy pass on 
the port side of the other# 

{SlQVnmmeHt Gazette, tSth December 1880.] 
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fiis Article oily applies to eases where sliiis are atieetirig end on, or tiearty end 
on, in such a manner as to involve risk of collision, and does not apply to 
two ships which must, if both keep on their respective courses, pass clear of 
each other. 

The only cases to which it docs apply arc, when each Of the two thips is end on, 
or nearly end on, to the other: in other words, to cases in which, by day, 
eadi ship sees the masts of the other in a line, or nearly in a line, with her 
own ; and by night to cases in which each ship is in such a position as to see 
both the side lights of the other. 

It does not apply by day to oases iu which a ship sees another ahead crossing her 
own course; or by night, to cases where the red light of one ship is opposed 
to the red light of the other, or where the green light of one ship is opposed 
to the green light of the other, or where a red light without a green light, or 
a green light without a red light, is seen ahead, or where both green and red 
lights are seen anywhere but ahead. 

AaTiotE 115. If two ships under steam are crossing, so as to involve risk of collision, 
the ship which has the other on her own starboard side shall kecjp out of the way of the 
other. 

AaTictE 17. If two ships, one of which Is a sailing ship and the other a steam-ship, 
are proceeding in fttich'directions as to involve risk of collisibn, the steam-ship shall keep 
out of the way of the sailing ship. 

Aeticlk 18. Every steam-ship when approaching another ship, so as to involve risk of 
collision, shall slacken her speed or stop and reverse, if necessary. 

Abticlb 19. In taking any course authorized or required by these Regulations, a steam¬ 
ship under way may indicate that course to any other ship which she has in sight by the 
following signals on her steam whistle, viz.:— 

One short blast to mean I am directing my course to starboard ; ** 

Two short blasts to mean I am directing my course to port; 

ITirce short blasts to mean I am going full speed asteVn.^^ 

The use of these signals is optional; hut if they are used, the course of the ship must 
be in accordance With the signal made. 

Auticlk 20. Notwithstanding anything contained in any preceding Article, every ship, 
whether a sailing ship dr a steam-ship, overtaking any other, shall keep out of the way of 
the bvei'tELken ship. 

AiiTictE 21. In narrow channels every steam-ship eliall, when it is safe and practi¬ 
cable, keep to that side of the fairway or mid*channel which lies on the starboard side of 
such ship. 

Abticlb 22. Where by the above rules one of two ships is to keep out of the way, the 
other shall keep her course. 

Article 23. In obeying and construing thede rules dub regard shall be had to all 
dangers of navigation; and to any special circumstances which may rcuder a departure from 
the above rules necessary in order to aVoid immediate danger. ' 

No SHp under any circumHances ip neglect proper Precautions. 

Article 24. Nothing in these rules shall exonerate any ship, or the owner, or i^asfert 
or crew thereof, from the conscqueucos pf any neglect to car?y lights or sigtmls or of any 
neglect to keep a proper look-out, or of the neglect of any precautiou which may be required 
by the ordinary practice of seamen, or by the special circumstances of the case.

Excellency the Governor-General on the 13th 
March 1879, and is hereby iirornulgatcd for 
general information i—

THE INDIAN RAILWAY ACT, 
1879, 
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An Act to consolidate and amend the law relating 
to Railways in India* 

Whemeas it is expedient to consolidate and 
amend the law relating to

which the accident occurs, or, where there is no 
Station-master, the officer in charge of the sec¬ 
tion of the Railway on which the accident 
occurs, shall without unnecessary delay give notice 
in writing or by telegraph of such accident to 
the nearest Magistrate and to the officer in charge 
of the Tolice-station in the jurisdiction of which

——%, Wc have made its provisions applicable to the capture as jwell as to the killing of wild 
elephants. 

6, We have, adopting the suggestion referred to by the Meinier m charge of the Bill when 
introducing it, provided, in section 4 of the Bill as now amended, that anj^ elepbant captured and 
the tusks of any^ etephiTlit soO^pn ^ clajgpip? (a).,8nd (fi), viwQUt license, shall be the 

property of the Government. 

6. We have made it clear that fees to be taken for licenses to kill and capture elephants may 
be taken in^iind, that is T(t ^' ^ eleph^mts as well as in money. 

7. We have recast f jrtncipal penalty^section (now section 7), snd have enhanced the 
maximum penalty (which,during in mipd the value of aa elephant, seemed to us inadequate), to 
five hundred rupees for each elephant ooncemed, and, in the case of a second conviction, from three 
months to six months' Imprisonmed);,—the term fixed in the Indian Forest Act for the offence of 
killing an elephant in a reserved or protected forest. We have made the amount or value of any fee 
payable for a license recoverable aa if it were an arrear of land revenue. 

8. In view of the extended scope and local operation of the Act herein proposed, we have 
made a suitable alteration in the tide of the Bill. 


9. For the same reason, we recommend that the Bill as amended be republished. 

10. The Bill has been published in English in the Gazette of India and in the British Burmah 
Gazette, The report from British Burma as to its publication in that province does not state that 


it has been publish^ in the Ternaoular.

The following Bill was introduced into the 
Council of the Governor-General of India for ihe 
purpose of making Lawa and Regulations on the 
15th Januar/ 1879, and was referred to a Select 
Committee.

A Bill to amend the law relating to CoaeUlighU in 
the eattem part of the Bay of Bengal, 

WaaKBAS it is expedient to increase the OoasN 
light dues paid under the 
rr«Msbic. provisions of Act No. XIII 

of 1867 {An Act to provide for the estabtislment 
and maintenance of Coait4ighU in the eastern part 
of the Bay of Bengal) and to render chargeable 
with such dues certain vessels which arc not now 
ao chai^eable; It is hereby enacted as follows : —

stead of adding a flfch Act to the four Acts already in force relaiing to 
and revenue*agcuts, to frame a consDlidation measure embracing the entire law. 


3. We have, at the insfcanco of the Hoii'ble the Chief Justice of Bengal, restored in 
section 16 of the Bill now submitted the power of the High Courts to make rules for the 
admission and control of muklitars practising on the appellsJe side of those Courts, which 
was conferred by section 44 of Act XX ot 1B35, bat which has beeh held by the Calcutta 
High Courts to have been uiira vires. 


4. We have made the Bill applicable to the Courts of Small Causes in the Presideney 
owns, where we understand some such law is needed. 

6. We have substituted, for tlie stamp duties on certificates prescribed by Act XX of 
1865, fees fixed according to the stale which vra* proposed in the Bill to amend the law 
relating to stamps and court-fees recently before the Couucil. The alterations here made are 
of no substantial importauce. 

G. We have made several amendments in arrangement and drafting, with a view 8o 
clearness and simplicity. 

7. We recommend that the Bill now submitted bo published,

The followinff further report of a Select Committee, together with the Bill as icttled bjr 
them, was presented to the Council of the Governor-General of India for the purpose of 
making Laws and Regulations on the 19t,h of February Id?9 

Wb, the undersigned Members of tha Select Oonamittee to which the Bill to define and 

amend the law relating to 
the Transfer of Property 
was referred, have con¬ 
sidered the Bill and the 
papers noted in the 
margin, and have the 
honor to present this 
further report, 

9. The principal ob¬ 
jections taken to this 
Bill in its second form are, 
tirist, that, as a whole, it 
is heterogeneous, and, 
secondly, that certain 
parts of it are neither 
necessary nor expedient. 
It is said, for instance 

t 

that though the bulk of 
^he Bill deals wiib trans¬ 
fer of property infer vivot 
by act of parties, it also 
treats, in sections 82, 83, of conditions in Wills, and in section 129, of Succession to 
a deoeased person. It is said, again, tliut the chapter!* dealing respectively with the rights 
and liabilities of uwneis of lisuited interests and with propdrty held by several persons 
belong rutiier tn the suljtct of tne enj »yiijent, than to that of the transfer, of property. 
It is urgeu that setilemeuts (in the cufivsyaucer's sense of the word) are hardiv ever 
made in India, mat whai are leclinically culled Powers are almost unknown, and that the 
chapters respeitively dealing with those Buijects are certuinly not necessary and can hardly 
be said to be expedient. We feel the force of these objt'Ctiona, In fact, we have always felt 
them. But we were not responsible for tue first draft of the Bill, whatever were its excel* 
lences or defects. Tne matters thus objected to, together with others, such as hegistration 
uud Trusts, still more foieigu to the proper suiject of tiie Bill, are all dealt with by the draft 
prepared by the late Indian Law Commissioo, which was sent out iu 1870 by the then 
Secretary of State, with instructions to introduce a Bill founded upon it, reviseo by Sir A, 
Hobnouse and sent home by the Government of India in January 1877,—nearly six 
months btfore the Bill was introduced and referred to a Select Committee. The great 
deference due to the 14 asv Commission and to Sir A. Hobhouse has hitherto prevented us from 
dealing freely with the Bill. Until the opinions of the Local Governments and the results of 
local experience bad been obtained, for ns to have altered it won.d have been to set our in¬ 
dividual views against those of the able and learned men who were answerable for the Bill as 
introduced. But now that the opinions and results above referred t» have beeo obtained^ we 

see that, if the Bill is to go on at all, it must be strictly confined to the subject of traasfer 

oi property by act of parties,—^that is to say, by contract or gift.

4. We cannot maintain that th*?y are in accortiance with one of the cannons laid down 
in our last report,—'namoly, that no additions should b« made to the oxistinvf law “ w^uch are 
not either net;essary or clearly expe lient '^ The chapters dealin-jf resoectividy with settle nents, 
the rigrhts and liabiliti<*B of owners of limited inreresfcs, and property h»dd by several persons, 
are, moreover, very incomplete; and, as Natives are exclude I from chautor IX, it would ar>r>ly 
to a very limited chiss of persons. Chapter XI (of Powers) would also be of little use. We. 
believe that amonw Natives powers are almost unknown. So far as Wtj are aware, ibe only 
report'^d cases in which anything like a pow^r was given bv a Native are in % Calc. 474, and 
N, W. P. (1HC9) P.’irt II. p. 6, in each of which cases a Hindu boqu'?athed land to his wife 
and expressly empowered her to aPenate it, and in 5 Benif. 131, wliere a Hindu testator 
empowered his sisier to appoint a trustee of religions endowment. lVlo'eo^er, powers may be 
created by will, and arc, as ofien as not, exercis^ahle by will. The subject therefore does not 
properly fall within a measure treating of the transfer of property, that is, as luywers generally 
understand the expression,—the conveyance of property from one living person to another. 

5. As the Bill is, so far as it d^als with immoveable property and debts, only a pirtial 
measure, wo have made the preamble run thus Whereas it is expedient to d fine and 
amend certain parrs of the liw relating to the transfer of property by act of parties.” Com¬ 
pare the preamble to the Indian Contract Act, IX of 18*2. 

Chafi'br l.-^-Pfslimimry^ 

6. in section 2 we have expressly savt?d all transfors by operation of law (tf.y., in case of 
insolvency, forfeiture, sale in execution of a deeree), wiih which the Bill is not infc<Mided to deal. 

7. In section 3 we have omitted, as iinneceesjiry, tiie detinitions of grantor, 
grantee,” and “ grant;'* and, for the last paragraph, we havtj said,—“ Chapters HI, IV, Vand 

VI of this Act shall be taken as part oi the l|^ian Contract Act, 1872.” 

Chaptbr IL —Of Assurances of Immoveable Ftoperfy. 

8. This chapter should, we think, be entitled Oi Transfers of Immoveable Property,” as 
it relates to all transfers of such property, whether or iint an assurance is employed. We have 
omitted section 5 and the schedule to which it relates : they do not fi’ly form iiart («f a Bill 
dealing with substantive law. Moreover, Elnglish experience shows that statutory forms of 
conveyances are rarely used, and they are dangerous, os tempting unskilled persons to try and 
be their own conveyancers. 

9. Section 6 applies to transfers of immoveable property made by assurance; but it 
obviously ought to apply also to oral transfers of such property. We have therefore redrawn it. 

10. In nection 7, we have provided for the case of a Sebait, which has twice come 
before the Judicial Committee. {See I t B ng. 450, and I. L. R 2 Calc. 341), 

11. As rents and of Inni are ‘ immoveable property,* we have, after this section, 

inserted section 1 of Act XI of 1855 : 

“No person shall be chargeable with any rents or profits of any immoveable property 
which be has in good faith paid or delivered to any person of whom he in good faith held the 
same, notwithstanding it may afterwards appear that the person to whom such payment for 
delivery was made had no right to receive sucu rents or profits.” 

This section now applies only to cases to whjeh the English law is applicable; but 
there seems no reason why so equitable and useful a rule should not be extended to every one 
in India. 

12. Section 8 of Bill No. Ill applies not only to cases where land has passed inter vivos 
by act of parties, bnt also to oases in which it has been traDsferred ly o[>eratiou of law. It 
therefore seems beyond the scope of the tiill. 

13. The Bill is silen t as to ihe doctrine of lu pendens^ which has in about a doaen reported 
cases been applied to Native purchasers and movtgagees (sse 11 Bom. 24,29, 30,139; 3 Beng. 
474 ; 1 0*Kin. 303, 309 ; 10 W. R. 469; Sev. ^08, 951), We have inserted the follnwing :— 

“ 10. During tiie active prosecunon in any Court having authority in British India or 
established beyond the iimita of British India by the Guveroor-General in (/Onncil, of a suit 
in which the right to arty immeveaide proporty is directly and apeolfically in question, the 
property cannot be transferred by any p.rty to the suit so as to affect the rights of any other 
party thereto under any decree or order made therein/*

S3. We have made some other comparatively nnimportant omissioDSi additions and altera¬ 
tions in wording and arrangement. We have added on the margins references to the reported 
decisions of the Indian Courts and the Judicial Committee, which jnstify the rules oontained in 
the BdU It will ,1^ seen that but few of these rules are devoid of this valuable support. 
The assertion that the Bill would introduce a mass of new law into India must therefbre be 
due to ignorance of the extent to which English law (under the name of justice, equity and 
good ooDSoienoej ie actually administered to the Natives by the Anglo-Indian Courts. The 
object of the Bill, like that of all our Codes, is to strip onr own law of all that is local and 
hiatorioal, and to mould the residue into a shape in which it would he suitable for an Indian 
population and could be easily administered by non-professional Judges. But the Bill will 
introdoee hardly any new substantive law, and it will not (exoept in the case of the procedure 
relatiDg to mortgages) displace any existing enactment. The rales, for instance, as to the 
relation of landlord and teuant contained in the local Acts, X of 1859, XVIII of 1873, XIX 
of 1668, XXYIII of 1868, Bengal Act Vlll of 1869, and Madras Act VllI of 1865, will all 
remain untouched. 

34. To the body of local usages and contractual incidents which in India, as in other 
countries, exists as to the transfer of land, the tenderest care is shewn by the Bill. Not only 
is local usage expressly saved in sections 62, 65, and 68, but the effect of section 1, danse (o), 
will be to maintain intact the statutory force which tbe legislature has given to local usage in 
those two pajft de eoutumei Eanj4b and Oudh; and throughout India all the many 
incidents of a mortgage or a lease, which are not inconsistent with the provisioni of the BiH 
will remain wholly unaffected. 

86, The Bill and preliminary report of the Select Commitiee have been published ia 
English in the Presidency-towDs, the Panj&b, the Central Provinoet, and British Burma. 
Prom the North-Western Provinces no report of publication has been received. PaUicatton 
of the Bill and Report in the vernacular has been reported only by the Government of Bengal, 
We recommend that the Bill as now altered be publuhed in the Qwseiltt af India and sent to 
the various local Governments for opinion. And we think that no further steps should he 
taken upon the Bill until it has been reported on by the new Indian Law' Comniiidoii.

Tbis will involve registration and get 
rid of the inconvenience and anomaly which would arise from oral sales of valiiubie land Wiili 
deferred possession and no registration. Subject to the above remarks, I approve of the Iddi* 
lions now made to the Bill.

respect be left sulmtantidlly as it st^nds^ Admitting with the Chief Ju tice that one main 
principle of Indian codification is to reconcile and asBimilate, as far as possihl ti^e Native and 
Buiopran law on each subject, we would point out that this principle must be applied so as to 
producs! as little friotioa as possible, and we feel assured that any su lden abolition of th«i 
numerous local mages (there is no generfd 0 U‘«tom) as to huudls Uueeriaiu and u<idt fin‘d as 
they often are, would cause much and justifiable dbsatLfiiction among native banker^ and 
merchants in certain pans of the oopatry. But we believe that the effect of the Bill, if 
pas^eed with a saving of the local usages in question, will be, not as the Chief Justice fear^, 
to stereotype and perpetuate these usages, but to induce the native mercantile community 
gradually to discard them for the cotre8pooding rules coutabed in the Bill. The desirable 
uniformity of mercantile usage will thuf be brought about without any risk of causing hard¬ 
ship to native bankers and merchants.

An action on the bill is brought against B in 
British India. Ho is liable to pay interest at the rate of 
fi per cent, only; but if A is charged a» drawer, A is 
liable to pay interest at the rate of 25 per cent.
